THERE HWU BEEN mistake*" and there 
may be more. President de Gaulle and Premier 
Georges Pompidou have not announced a spe 
cific course of action The President is 'ticking 
by his schedule which calls for a policy speech 
Friday 
When a small group of student extremists la 
beled Trotskyites opposed a lecture by a profes­ 
sor at the Nanterre branch of the University of 
Paris three weeks ago. the branch was closed 
They moved to the Sorbonne campus at Paris 
and the stage was set. 
Paris police—dispatched to occupy the cam ­ 
pus and prevent a clash between rightist and 
leftist students—used unusual brutality in deal­ 
ing with some of the students and triggered an 
uprising across France 
President de Gaulle obviously was out of 
touch with the seriousness of the situation when 
he railed to cancel hu* trip to Romania last 
week 
During his absence, the protest moved 


out of the hands of the students and into the 
workers’ realm 
A call for a general strike did not get th® de­ 
sired results but more and more walkouts by 
workers not waiting for union approval has left 
Paris and much of the rest of France at a 
standstill

were injured as police broke up the distrulv 
•nee. 
What was the matter of great urgency that 
had the students so enraged they threw bricks 
through windows of President Vernon Alden s 
home? 


THEY WERE MAD because university of­ 
ficials had canceled plans to end the school 
term two weeks early after a planned strike by 
nonacademic workers was called off 
Marching students chanted 
‘ We want out' 
We want out!” and carried signs with the mes­ 
sage ‘ We want to go home ” 
Dave Stivison, president of the student body, 
said 
"The only way to prevent recurrence of 
the violence is to restructure the entire institu 
Hon of the university. From now on, students 
must be treated as adults and as citizens ” 
T V request for adult treatment is incon 
grouous with the temper tantrum display by the 
1.500 unruly students. 
James J. Whalen, executive vice president of 
the university, made clear his feeling about 


what is to be the official response to the demon 
stration when he said 
"every step necessary 
will be taken to apprehend and punish those 
persons responsible We are going to have law 
and order on this campus.” 


In addition, the university should also take 
every step possible to see that all those students 
who want to go home early get their wish on a 
mandatory basis.-

Labor's Vole 


It is possible in America for a labor organiza­ 
tion with avested 
interest 
in legislation to 
spend a huge sum of money to bring about the 
defeat of a member of Congress even though 
the Federal Corrupt Practices Act bars any 
corporation or labor organization from contrib­ 
uting "anything of value" to a federal election, 
including primaries 


Frank J Lausche. former mayor of Cleveland 
who served five terms of tw'o years each a* 
governor of Ohio, is perhaps one of th? most 
objective and conscientious members thp Unit 
cd States Senate has ever had 
Yet he was defeated in a Democratic primary 
for a third term a few weeks ago by the expen 
diture of a large sum of money collected in part 
from due® of labor-union members 


ALTHOUGH MOST of the prominent newspa 
per* in Ohio supported Mr lausche for renomi 
nation, he went down to defeat bv Cincinnati 
councilman John J 
Gilligan, presumably be 
cause the senator did not have available finan- 
rial support sufficient to overcome the inlensive 
drive made by the state labor federation, which 
is aftiliated with the AFL-CIO. 
Up to now1, the courts have ruled that labor 
unions cou'd conduct "educational” campaigns 
and 
could 
participate 
in 
"get-out-the-vote” 
movements. But the many ways by which la 
hor-union members are at the sam? time indi 
viduallv told how to vote are not specifically 
covered in any existing law 
Does “education.” for instance, include ‘ elec 
tionpering’”’ 
Ken W Clawson. Washington Post staff wri­ 
ter. tells of the methods bv which the campaign 
in Ohio was conducted directly into the home* 
of 800.000 union members He writes: 
"Gilligan. who once said thai he wouldn’t run 
against Lausche unless labor put up a million 
dollar kilty, reportedly settled for somewhere 
around $300,000, . . . 
"The chain that eventually led into the home 
with international union* affiliated with the 
AFL-CIO. From these unions, the Ohio federa­ 
tion obtained the much-guarded membership 
list* for the Buckeye State 
"These list* were sent to local unions where 
telephone numbers, political party membership, 
registration statu* and address change* were 
added 
Back to Columbus went the lists and 
then to the International Association of Machin 
ist* building in Washington where a computer 
Indexed over 800.000 Ohio union member* bv 
party, registration status, congressional district 
and by respective union 
"Canvassers, when they knocked on door*, 
were equipped with information about the fel­ 
low trade unionist* and hi* family ahead of 
time This efficiency wa* particularly helpful 
the Monday before the election when the AFl#- 
CIO distributed a million piece* of literature 
Knowledge of the identities and addresses of 
Ohio unionists permitted the AFL-CIO for the 
first time to get directly into 800.000 member®’ 
homes .” 
The state labor federation selected the strate­ 
gic industrial areas in which Democratic prt 
marie* may be won and concentrated on them, 
so the "educational” campaign was not neces­ 
sarily applied throughout the state in everv dis­ 
trict.

A—Dryness of the eyes may 
be cause by infections, burns 
or drooping of the lower lids. 
There is no permanent cure in 
most cases. The use of drops 
that contain glycerin or emulsi­ 
fied cod liver oil is the best 
treatm ent. You should use the 
drops as many times a day as 
needed for comfort. 


Q—I have vascular spasms in 
my right eye. My doctor pre 
scribed Paveril. What does it 
do? Are there any bad side ef 
fects? 
A—Dioxyline (Paveril) is giv 
en to relax blood vessel spasms 
Side effects are rare. Too large 
a dose may cause nausea, dizzi­ 
ness, sweating, flushing and ab­ 
dominal cramps. 


Q—What is the safest way to 
remove a foreign body from a 
person's eye? 
A—First, wash 
your 
hands 
thoroughly. Pull the upper lid 
up and have the victim look 
down. If you can locate t h e 
speck, brush it away gently with 
the moistened com er of a clean 
handkerchief. If you do not see 
the speck, pull the lower lid 
down and have the victim look 
up. If the speck can’t be lo­ 
cated, irrigate the eye with a 
.soothing eye wash. If you find 
the foreign body but can’t re­ 
move it easily, it may he im­ 
bedded in the cornea. In that 
case, its removal should he at­ 
tempted only by a physician.
